New  directors  for  the  BYU  Industrial 
Park  and  Department  of  Annual  Giving 
were  announced  today  by  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson. 

Donald  T.  Nelson,  director  of  Annual 
Giving  for  the  past  five  years,  will  direct 
the  development  of  the  BYU  Industrial 
Park  southeast  of  Provo  at  the  old  Ironton 
steel  plant.  He  replaces  James  M.  Paramore 
of  Orem  who  was  called  last  spring  by  the 
LDS  Church  to  be  secretary  to  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 

Taking  Mr.  Nelson’s  place  as  director  of 
Annual  Giving  is  Carl  W.  Bacon,  former 
associate  director  with  Mr.  Nelson.  Mr. 
Bacon  is  being  assisted  by  Ken  Taylor, 
former  manager  of  the  Deseret  Towers. 

As  director  of  the  BYU  Industrial  Park, 
Mr.  Nelson  will  supervise  the  preparation 
of  the  site  for  various  industries  that  will 
move  into  the  area  after  the  old  steel  plant 
is  completely  dismantled  next  year  and 
roads  and  utilities  are  installed. 

A native  of  Price,  Utah,  Mr.  Nelson 
received  his  bachelor’s  degree  in  education 
from  BYU  in  1 960  and  his  master’s  degree 
in  public  administration  in  1968.  The 
former  combat  engineering  officer  was 
captain  of  the  state  championship  baseball 
team  and  was  a member  of  the  state 


football  championship  team  from  Carbon 
High.  He  later  won  athletic  grants  to 
Carbon  College  and  Westminster  College 
before  playing  professional  football  in 
Canada. 

Mr.  Nelson  has  been  a personnel  director 
and  consultant  for  RMT  Agency  and 
personnel  director  for  Otto  Buehner  and 
Company,  both  of  Salt  Lake  City.  He  also 
teaches  evening  classes  in  personnel 
management  for  the  BYU  College  of 
Business. 

As  director  of  Annual  Giving,  Mr.  Bacon 
will  supervise  donations  to  the  Office  of 
University  Development  through  telefunds 
around  the  nation,  class  reunion  gift, 
donations  by  alumni,  matching  gifts  from 
BYU  alumni  at  certain  businesses  and 
industries,  and  special  library  donations. 

A native  of  Hollywood,  Mr.  Bacon 
earned  his  bachelor’s  degree  at  BYU  in 
sociology  and  has  worked  as  a general 
contractor  in  Los  Angeles  and  as 
circulation  dealer  for  the  Los  Angeles 
Times.

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

Editor: 

An  article  in  Friday's  Universe 
covered  the  alleged  partisanship  of  the 
ASBYU  Executive  Council  which  has 
apparently  been  charged  with  indirect 
support  of  the  Republican  Party.  The 
Council  has  issued  a statement  saying, 
..the  Council  of  ASBYU  is  not 
supporting  any  political  candidate  in 
the  current  elections  ..." 

May  I say  to  the  Council  that  your 
actions  speak  louder  than  your  words. 

Burton's  appearance  on  stage  with 
Goldwater  in  the  assembly  was  nothing 
short  of  political  design.  Russ  Wood's 
decision  to  simply  introduce 
Goldwater  without  giving  him  speaking 
time  seems  to  me  an  admirable  attempt 
to  avoid  official  approval  of 
Goldwater's  association  with  Burton. 
Pres.  Wilkinson's  overruling  of  that 
decision  can  only  be  interpreted  as 
official  sanction  of  their  political 
mission. 

The  situation  becomes  even  more 
questionable  when,  as  was  pointed  out 
in  the  article.  Burton  and  Goldwater 
were  not  even  cleared  through  the 
Speakers  Committee.  It  seems  that 
Pres.  Wilkinson  felt  justified  in  his 
authority  to  by-pass  that  rule  on  this 
occasion. 

If  the  Exec.  Council  is  truly  as 
non-partisan  as  they  claim  to  be,  then 
perhaps  Sen.  McGovern  or  Sen. 
Hatfield,  accompanied  by  Sen.  Moss, 
should  be  invited  to  say  a few  words  to 
the  BYU  students. 

May  I conclude  with  an  observation 
about  political  attitudes  in  general  here 
at  BYU.  Neither  party  is  inspired  of 
God  simply  because  it  is  a certain 
party,  only  individual  men  who  have 
noble  intentions  and  lead  honest  lives 
enjoy  such  inspiration.  The  Church 
does  not  advocate  voting  by  party  but 
cautions  us  to  examine  each  man's 
record  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  we 
nave  both  Democrats  and  Republicans 
among  the  General  Authorities. 

I hope  this  can  be  a reminder  to  the 
Republicans  on  campus  who  have 
tended  to  become  somewhat 
self-righteous  and  intolerant  because 
they  are  a majority.  I hope  this  can 
also  be  a caution  to  the  Exec.  Council 
that  it  must  abide  by  its  own 
established  rules  and  explicity  avoid 
even  the  appearance  of  partisanship.

ANTI-WAR  LEAFLET 

Editor: 

Those  attending  Friday's  devotional 
received  an  anti-war  leaflet  entitled 
"An  Important  Message  To  The  Men 
Of  BYU." 

The  authors  (12  students  including 
Brian  Walton  and  Jon  Ferguson)  and 
distributors  of  this  message  have 
presented  their  case  with  decorum  and 
sincerity  and  deserve  to  be  considered 
"openly  and  in  good  faith"  as  they 
request.  They  present  statements  by 
John  F.  Kennedy,  the  First  Presidency 
and  Tolstoy  to  support  their  argument. 

But  is  their  argument  tenable? 

After  a meeting  with  Krushchev  in 
Vienna  early  in  his  administration. 
President  Kennedy  returned  home  and 
called  up  thousands  of  reservists.  In 
opposing  a large  standing  army  in  late 
1945  the  First  Presidency  expressed 
everyone's  desire  for  peace.  But  this 
came  before  the  Berlin  Blockade,  the 
coup  in  Czechoslovakia,  communist 
insurrections  in  Greece,  Malaya  and  the 
Philippines,  and  the  invasion  of  South 
Korea.  The  General  Authorities  have  at 
no  time  suggested  that  these  were 
phony  threats  and  that  members  did 
not  have  a military  service  obligation. 
Quite  the  contrary. 

Concerning  the  Tolstoy  excerpt,  how 
is  it  possible  to  compare  the  American 
military,  the  majority  of  whose  officers 
and  men  are  short-term  citizen-soldiers, 
with  the  Imperial  Russian  Army 
officered  by  an  aristocratic  caste  and 
manned  by  brutalized  serfs? 

. The  leafleteers  believe  that  military 
service  is  de-humanizing.  This  will 
amaze  the  millions  of  Americans  who 
have  experienced  military  discipline 
and  yet  still  consider  themselves 
capable  of  noble  sentiments.  The 
suggestion  is  that  service  as  a 
missionary.  Peace  Corps  volunteer, 
etc.,  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  military 
service,  i.e.,  let  everyone  do  his  own 
thing  and  leave  the  dirty  work  to 
sub-humans.  Can  you  imagine  how 
self-righteous  Mormons  would  appear 
if  we  insisted  that  proselytizing 
exempted  us  from  further  service  to 
the  nation. 

One  may  indeed  legitimately 
question  the  wisdom  of  American 
involvement  in  Vietnam  or  with  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  been 
conducted.  But  it  is  incredibly  naive  to 
contend  that  we  have  sent  troops  to 
counter  mere  propaganda.  And  it  is 
fatuous  to  suppose  that  if  only  our  side 
will  be  nice  we  may  enjoy  a peaceful 
world.

Each  year  thousands  of  lesson 
manuals,  teaching  aids,  and 
activity  plans  are  distributed  to 
members  of  The  Church  through 
its  auxiliary  organizations. 

Materials  for  use  in  the  MIA, 
Relief  Society,  Primary  and 
Sunday  School  roll  off  the  press 
and  into  distribution  channels 
with  almost  clock-work  regularity. 

Months  later,  as  we  are  using 
the  manuals  in  classes  and 
activities,  we  may  pause  to  admire 
the  insight  they  reflect.  And  most 
of  us  have  probably  wondered 
how  the  lessons  were  assembled  in 
the  first  place. 


The  Church  Correlation 
Program  works  with  members  of 
all  of  the  auxiliary  boards  to 
coordinate  and  unify  the  efforts 
of  those  organizations. 

Church  auxiliary  boards  meet 
weekly  to  work  on  their  various 
projects  and  to  plan  for  general 
conference  sessions  and  regional 
conference  workshops  and 
activities.  Such  plans  are  made  as 
far  in  advance  as  possible.  In 
general,  this  means  that  many  of 
the  committees  are  now  preparing 
materials  to  be  used  in  1971-72, 
and  some  are  preparing  for 
1972-73. 


WORKING  WITH  each  of  the 
auxiliaries  of  The  Church  are 
individuals  who  form  a general 
board  and  committees.  The 
committees  are  called  to  handle 
special  areas  of  concentration, 
such  as  the  MIA  Athletic 
Committee,  etc. 

Brigham  Young  University  is 
well-represented  on  the  general 
boards  of  The  Church. 

Each  committee  has  a chairman 
and  committee  members  are 
called  for  an  unspecified  length  of 
time.  Over  the  course  of  the  years, 
they  may  work  on  several 
different  committees. 


EVEN  WITH  usage  dates  so  far 
in  the  future,  projects  must  be 
completed  according  to  a fairly 
strict  deadline  schedule.  By  the 
time  lesson  manuals  and  other 
materials  have  been  prepared, 
cleared  and  approved  by  the 
correlation  committee  and 
printed,  several  months  have  gone 
by.

Tuttle  advises  youth 


Expressing  an  “earnest  desire  to 
be  helpful,”  Elder  A.  Theodore 
Tuttle  of  the  First  Council  of  the 
Seventy,  urged  young  people  at 
the  Devotional  Assembly  Tuesday 
to  “entangle  not  yourself  with 
sin.” 

Citing  the  great  increase  in 
availability  of  temptation,  the 
increase  in  mobility,  the  decrease 
in  social  control,  the  increased 
efforts  by  atheistic  forces,  and  the 
increased  desire  for. peer 
acceptance  as  challenges  to  the 
youth  of  today,  Elder  Tuttle 
issued  warnings  against  three  evils. 

Quoting  a President  Joseph  F. 
Smith  statement  of  1914,  Elder 
Tuttle  said  flattery  of  prominent 
men,  false  educational  ideas,  and 


sexual  impurity  were  among  the 
greatest  dangers  to  members  of 
The  Church  from  within. 

“Flattery  is  dangerous  because 
it  is  so  nice,”  he  said  and  added 
“It  is  better  that  we  have  an 
honest  critic  than  a flattering 
friend.” 

He  urged  students  to  apply  the 
test  found  in  Moroni  7:15-17  to 
the  “theories,  philosophies,  ideas, 
and  programs  of  men.” 

Stating  that  personal  purity  is 
perhaps  of  most  importance,.  he 
affirmed  that  there  is  a single 
standard  of  morality  for  men  and 
women  and  warned  that  “virtue 
can  be  flaunted  only  at  your 
peril.”

But  this  Requiem  is  primarily  a 
choral  work,  and  this  is  where 
Brahms  excells.  With  its  first 
performance  coming  in  1867,  this 
is  the  work  which  brought  the 
composer  the  fame  that  he 
deserved.  The  chorus  “How  lovely 
is  Thy  dwelling  place”  is  one  of 
the  most  ecstatically  beautiful  in 
all  choral  literature,  but  other 
sections  explore  the  heights  and 
depths  of  the  human  soul  with 
poignant  universality. 

The  uniqueness  of  the  text  of 
the  German  Requiem  lies  in  its 
Protestant  orientation.  Instead  of 
the  traditional  preoccupation  with 
judgement  and  wrath  (“Dies 
Irae”),  the  gentler  faith  in  the 
bliss  and  joy  of  the  resurrection, 
supplanting  the  sorrows  of  this 
life,  is  dwelt  upon.  The  mocking 
repetition  of  “Grave,  where  is  thy 
triumph?  Death,  where  is  thy 
sting?”  illustrate  Brahms’  skill  in 
musically  expressing  the  text.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-President  Nixon,  hoping  to 
“save  the  lives  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  young  people  who 
would  otherwise  be  hooked  on 
drugs,”  Tuesday  signed  legislation 
providing  stiffer  penalties  for 
narcotics  pushers,  but  lighter  ones 
for  users. 

Nixon  signed  the  measure,  a key 
part  of  his  Anti  crime  package, 
amid  tight  security  at  ceremonies 

GOP  nears 
Senate  goal 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-With  the 
midterm  elections  only  a week 
away,  knowledgeable  political 
strategists  of  both  parties  agreed 
Tuesday  that  the  Republicans 
stand  a good  chance  of  coming 
close  to  President  Nixon’s  goal  of 
seizing  control  of  the  Senate. 

A highly  placed  Democrat  who 
has  traveled  extensively  this  fall 
concedes  the  possibility  the  GOP 
might  actually  come  within  two 
seats  of  taking  command  of  the 
Senate,  figuring  a new  Democratic 
loss  of  five  states. 

Coming  close,  of  course,  is  not 
winning,  at  least  numerically.  The 
Republicans  will  need  to  pick  up 
seven  seats  to  manage  a tie  with 
Democrats  of  50  seats,  enabling 
Vice  President  Spiro  T.  Agnew  to 
cast  the  deciding  vote  in  the 
GOP’s  favor  when  the  Senate  is 
reorganized  in  January. 

But  Nixon’s  overriding  aim  in 
making  the  Senate  the  political 
battleground  of  the  year  is  to 
achieve  a majority  of  Senators, 
not  necessarily  all  of  them 
Republicans,  who  will  vote  his 
way  and  thus  build  a conservative 
power  base  in  Congress  for  the 
1972  Presidential  election. 

In  this  campaign,  Nixon  has  a 
better  chance  of  succeeding. 

White  House  Press  Secretary 
Ronald  Ziegler  said  Tuesday  that 
Nixon  believes  the  elections 
“would  be  a success  if  there  were 
one  or  two  changes  in  certain 
seats  and  if  . . . the  person 
chosen  . . . would  generally 
support  the  Administration’s 
objectives.” 

The  President,  he  stressed, 
wants  a change  “on  ideological 
lines”  even  more  than  on  party 
lines. 

Korean  troops 

PHNOM  PENH  (UPI)-A 
Cambodian  field  commander 
Tuesday  reported  fresh  evidence 
that  North  Korean  forces  are 
operating  with  other1  foreign 
Communist  troops  in  Cambodia. 

Earlier,  Cambodian  intelligence 
verified  the  presence  of  Pathet 
Lao  forces  from  Laos  at  Krirom 
and  recorded  several  Chinese 
language  radio  intercepts.

Attorney 
General  John  N.  Mitchell 
expressed  hope  that  all  50  states 
would  adopt  similar  legislation, 
using  the  Federal  law  as  a model. 

“I  hope  at  the  time  the  Federal 
Government  is  moving,  the  whole 
nation . is  moving  with  us,”  said 
Nixon,  “ ...  to  save  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  our 
young  people  who  are  otherwise 
would  be  hooked  on  drugs  and 
physically,  mentally,  morally 
destroyed.” 

Approved  earlier  this  month  by 
a Democrat-controlled  Congress 
anxious  not  to  be  accused  of 
being  soft  on  crime,  the  bill 
lowers  all  Federal  first  offense 
penalties  for  narcotics  users  from 
felonies  to  misdemeanors.  But  it 
gives  Federal  Judges  power  to 
impose  additional  sentences  up  to 
25  years  on  drug  pushers 
convicted  a third  time. 

The  most  controversial 
provision  of  the  new  law  is  the 
“no-knock”  clause  that  permits 
officers  with  special  judge 
approved  warrants  to  force  entry 
into  private  premises  if  they  feel 

Red  landing 
pilot’s  error 

MOSCOW  (UPI)- Three  U.S. 
Army  officers,  two  of  them 
generals,  and  a Turkish  military 
official  were  unaware  of  being 
blown  50  miles  off  course  and 
thought  they  were  landing  in 
Turkey  when  their  aircraft  landed 
across  the  border  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  a U.S.  Embassy  spokesman 
said  Tuesday. 

The  Embassy  blamed  the 
incident  on  navigational  error  by 
the  pilot,  Maj.  James  P.  Russell. 

The  four  officers,  who  are  in 
custody  in  a Soviet  military 
garrison,  told  their  version  of  the 
incident  to  two  U.S.  Consular 
officials  who  visited  them  there 
Monday.  It  was  their  first 
opportunity  to  tell  their  story 
since  landing  Wednesday  at 
Leninakan,  a town  12  miles  inside 
the  Soviet  Union’s  border  with 
Turkey. 

The  spokesman  quoted  Russell 
as  telling  the  Consular  officials  he 
was  in  the  process  of  landing  the 
U8  Beechcraft  at  Kars,  a Turkish 
town  38  miles  from  the  Soviet 
border  and  50  miles  southeast  of 
Leninakan,  when  “a  sudden  gust 
of  wind  caught  the  plane  and 
lifted  it  up  above  the  clouds.” 

“The  weather  was  cloudy  but 
not  bad,”  the  spokesman  said. 
“When  he  (Russell)  came  down 
after  that  freak  gust  of  wind,  the 
pilot  saw  on  the  ground  roughly 
what  he  had  seen  before.  They 
thought  they  were  landing  at 
Kars,  but  they  found  themselves 
at  Leninakan,  about  12  niiles 
inside  the  Soviet  Union.”

Gen.  Cesar  Rohon 
Sandoval,  40,  Chief  of  Ecuador’s 
Air  Force,  was  kidnaped  at 
gunpoint  from  his  car  on  a Quito 
street  early  Tuesday. 

The  Government  started  an 
immediate  roundup  of  its  political 
opponents.  Sought  for 
questioning  was  Jorge  Sabala 
Baquerizo,  former  Vice  President 
who  resigned  last  June  after 
President  Jose  M.  Velasco  Ibarra 
declared  a dictatorship. 

The  government  said  Rohon 
Sandoval  was  seized  by  a 
“commando”  group  at  about  1 : 30 
a.m.  while  driving  home  with  a 
chauffeur  from  a British  Embassy 
reception.  The  chauffeur  was 
bound  and  gagged  and  dumped 
off  at  a street  corner  in  the 
Miraflores  suburb  near  Quito’s 
National  University.  He  was  not 
injured. 

Police  said  they  had  recovered 
the  kidnaped  man’s  car  and  that 
there  were  signs  a struggle  had 
taken  place  in  it.  They  said  they 
found  a blood-stained 
handkerchief  in  the  car  as  well  as 
the  caps  of  the  General  and  his 
driver  and  a submachine  gun.  One 
window  of  the  car  had  a bullet 
hole  in  it,  apparently  from  a gun 
from  inside  the  car,  police  said.

Prof  asks  returned 


missionaries  to  lead 


Reid  E.  Bankhead,  professor  in 
the  College  of  Religion  and 
former  mission  president  of  the 
Cumorah  Mission,  recently 
addressed  a Delta  Phi  Kappa 
fraternity  open  house, 
Wednesday,  and  appealed  to  all 
returned  missionaries  to  rid  BYU 
“of  things  of  the  world”  in  order 
that  the  spirit  of  Christ  might  be 
felt  unceasingly  as  a part  of  the 
campus. 

Returned  missionaries  on 
campus,  he  said,  are  “starting  to 
lose  their  effectiveness  as 
instruments  of  the  Lord.” 
Bankhead  said  he  believes 
“returned  missionaries  are  just  as 
responsible  to  the  Lord  for 
student  government  as  Pres. 
Wilkinson  is  for  his  stewardship” 
as  president  of  the  University. 

He  continued  by  saying  “the 
greatest  disaster,  the  biggest 
heartache”  on  the  BYU  campus  is 
the  lack  of  organization  among 
the  RMs.  He  felt  that  returned 
missionaries  ‘‘should  have  a 
greater  right  to  run  campus 
politics”  than  anyone  and  called  it 
a tragedy  that  they  “don’t  name 
the  student  body  president  and 
officers,  the  editor  of  the 
newspaper,  etc.” 


Bankhead  challenged  Delta  Phi 
Kappa,  the  fraternity  officially 
recognized  by  the  Church  for 
returned  missionaries,  to  raise  its 
membership  at  BYU  to  2000  to 
3000  so  “come  spring”  it  might 
be  “hissed  abroad  that  returned 
missionaries  run  the  BYU  campus, 
and  not  intellectuals,  disciples  of 
Plato  and  Rousseau,  eggheads, 
whiz  kids,  rationalistic  sharpies, 
etc.” 

He  asserted  that  BYU  is  being 
challenged  by  “theories  and 
ideologies”  of  the  kind  described 
in  Pres.  David  O.  McKay’s  1962 
Oct.  Conference  talk  as  being 
“more  critical  and  dangerous  than 
mankind  has  ever  before  faced.” 

Bankhead  went  on  to  say  any 
time  we  submit  ourselves  to  a 
“dialogue”  or  to  a “compromise,” 
we  are  being  influenced  by 
Marxian  techniques  and 
ideologies.  Anyone  who  is  not 
aware  of  this,  he  added,  “hasn’t 
done  homework  on  Marxist 
dialectics.” 

“Let  the  prophets  and 
principles  of  revealed  religion  be 
felt  by  the  BYU  student  body 
through  returned  Ephraimite 
instruments  holding  onto  the  iron 
rod,”  he  concluded.
